‘As it is intended to bring this Ordinance into force in Entebbe, 
Kampala and Jinja on Ist January, 1915, merchants and traders 
in those places are advised to obtain weighing machines and measures 
made by reputable firms according to the Board of Trade requirements

with British Standard Imperial Weights. The following types of 
weighing machines are recommended :— 

“For small weighings —Grocer’s counter machines or pairs of 
scales on a stand (not suspended). 

“or larger weighings.— Platform weighing machines. If portable 
machines are required (i.e., to weigh cotton at markets, &c.) steel- 
yards of not less than 56 Ibs capacity may be used to be affixed to a 
beam or a tripod. Spring balances, steelyards of less than 56 Ibs. 
capacity and suspended pairs of scales should not be used. Kvery 
machine should bear the name of the maker and its capacity. 

‘It should also be noted that only the denominations of weights, &e. 
mentioned in the Schedule to the Ordinance are allowed. Decimal 


weights (10, 20, 30, 40, 100, 150 Ibs., &e.) are not to be used.”

LEEWARD ISLANDS (DOMINICA). 


In a recent report to his Government, the Canadian Special Com- 
: missioner in the West Indies states that an 
Road-Making : — , ail likely t 
Plant. extensive scheme of road construc son is likely to 
be undertaken soon in Dominica. The island at 
present has not a single good road, and many districts are entirely 
without transportation facilities. Owing to the extensive cultivation 
of limes and the high prices obtained for them. the owners of some 
of the large estates are becoming wealthy, and even the peasant 
proprietors are very prosperous, but many of the estates are very 
badly in need of roads to carry their products to market. 

At present all road work is ‘done by hand, whereas even for the 
improvement and maintenance of roads already established it would be 
economical to use road-making machinery. As an illustration of the 
need of roads in some parts of the island, it is stated that in one 
district where at least £60,000 have been expended during the last 
twelve years in the development of lime estates, most of which are 


just coming into bearing, the cost of transporting fruit and lime juice 


138 80 high that it may be necessary to allow limes to rot on the 
ground, although at present prices they would make fortunes for the 
estate owners if they could be got tomarket. It is stated that in this 
district the cost of carrying a cask of lime j juice to Roseau, the shipping 
point, is from nineteen shillings to twenty-one shillings. 
Manufacturers of road machinery who think of supplying the 
requirements of Dominica should note that it is a land of hills and 
valleys, that most of the hillsides are fertile and suitable for cultivation 
or for growing limes, cocoa, coffee and oranges at quite high eleva- 
tions, and that it will consequently be necessary to construct roads on 
hillsides as well as in the valleys. The general opinion seems to be 
that the roads should have easy grades and be suitable for motor 
cars. At present most of the roads are only bridle paths, and not 
very good ones, although they are used by horses, mules and donkeys 
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EGYPT. 
H.M. Consul at Cairo (Mr. A. D. Alban) reports that tenders are

The waste spinning machinery used in the Lodz district is also of 
German origin. This is also the case with Jacquards, for which there 
is a large demand, but a certain number of machines are also made 
in Poland. Polish weavers are used to a special kind of Jacquards, 
and their particular wants should be studied. 

There is a good opening for ring doubling frames (impor ted from 
Germany), and they fetch fair prices—10 to 12 roubles (21s. to 25s.)

Superphosphates.—The imports of superphosphates into Russia have 

‘ficial steadily increased of late years, and amounted to 

a _ 200,166 tons in 1915 as compared with 191,650 

— tons in the previous year. About half the 

imports came from Germany. The sale of the produce of the 

Russian works remains more or less stationary at about 100,000 tons 
per annum. 

The rate of increase of consumption of all artificial manures was 
not so great in 1915 as in previous years ; this was due to the political 
unrest during 1913 and toa bad agricultural year in Poland and 
South-Western Russia, in consequence of which the buying power of 
farmers considerably decreased. Prices and conditions in Poland 
were the same as in 1912. 

The smaller sales in South-Western Russia were due to the crisis 
in the sugar industry necessitating a diminution of the area under 
beet. 

Basie slay.— Prices remained the same as in 1912. The consump- 
tion was larger than that of superphosphates owing to the rainy 
season In summer. As arule basic slag is found more profitable in 
rainy seasons. 

Basic slag was chietly imported from Germany, and as the demand 
for high grade qualities is steadily increasing there m: ay possibly be 
a good opening for United Kingdom exporters, provided that they 
comply with the local trade conditions which are observed by 
German and Belgian firms. Basic slag is shipped vid Dantzig or 
Pilau, and thence sent by rail to its destination. Large amounts 
of superphosphates are being imported from Germany, the Nether- 
lands, Belgium, &., but so far no supplies have been received from 
the United Kingdom. . 

During 1913 a certain amount of calcium saltpetre (cyanamide) 
was imported from Norway, but it can hardly compete with the 
Chilean product on the local market. 


The rainy season in 1915 prevented farmers from getting in their

CROP oie DITIONS AND PROSPECTS IN CERTAIN 
COUNTRIES. 

The Board of Agriculture and Fisheries have received the following 
information from the International Institute of Agriculture at 
Rome :— 

‘Ihe quantity of beet sugar, expressed as raw sugar, produced up to 
the end .of March, 1914, in Germany, Austria, Hungary, Belgium, 
l'rance, Netherlands, Roumania, Russia, Switzerland, Denmark, Ttaly, 
and the United Santen i is 8,174,000 tons, against 8,303,000 tons pro- 
duced in the corresponding period of last season, or 93°4 per cent. 

The cereal crops are progressing under favoural le conditions gene- 
rally in the greater number of the European countries and in the 
United States. The condition of crops in Russia and Roumania is 
vood, whilst damage caused by drought is reported in Italy, Algeria, 
Tunis and Heypt. The Crop Reporting Board of Washington, basing 
its calculations upon the condition of winter wheat on Ist May, 
estimates the production in the United States at 337,410,000 cwts., 
against 280,403,000 cwts. in 1913. 

The vines and olive trees have passed through the winter without 
damage in almost all the countries, and their condition is good in 
Austria, France, Algeria and ‘Tunis, and fairly good in Hungary and 
Switzerland. ‘he development of the flax, sugar beet, and potato 
crops is, however, generally not so favourable, on account of damage 
caused by drought and frosts. 





TRADE CONDITIONS IN CERTAIN COUNTRIES. 


GENERAL. 


Canada.—A report has been received at the Office of H.M. Trade 
Commissioner for Canada which states that there has been a decided 
general improvement in trade in Western Canada, and although some 
tirms have been obliged to seek a compromise with their creditors, a 
general return of activity is indicated. ‘The Chairman of the 
Canadian Manufacturers’ Association stated recently that, provided 
crop conditions are up to the average, there will be a gradual 
improvement in trade conditions from September onwards, culmina- 
ting in a year of unusual activity in 1915. (C.1.B, 12,851.)

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Trade Conditions in certain Countries. 
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Bulgaria.—The following information is from the report by H.M. 
Vice-Consul at Sofia (Mr. W. B. Heard) on the trade of Bulgaria in 
1915, which will shortly be issued :-— 

No figures of the trade of Bulgaria in 1915 are as yet available, 
but it is natural to anticipate that they will have dropped to a very 
low level. During most of the year the Dardanelles were closed 
and the traffic through Servia was wholly or partialiv suspended. ‘I'he 
Danube river traffic, however, except for a short period during the 
second war, continued throughout the year. It was only towards the 
close of 1915 that trade began to show some signs of revival. The 
situation of the commercial and industrial classes, however, 1s not 
as unfavourable as might be expected. Owing to the cessation of 
imports, merchants were able to clear off their old stocks at remunet 
tive prices, and are now rapidly replenishing them. Certain industries 
ceased work until the end of the war and undoubtedly suftered loss. 
Others, however, such as those sileadan leather and woven materials, 
were actively at work all the time supplying equipment for the 
Army. 

Consular advices from Rustchuk report a considerable trade turn- 
over in the autumn. Business men there stood the strain of 
whole year’s suspension of trade and the burden of Government 
requisitions surprisingly well. No important failure occurred, and 
firms were able to satisfy their creditors by partial payments and the 
repewal of acceptances.’ Since September, I913, the banks at 
Rustehuk have done very well, after a long period of stagnation, and 
three jocal banks have since paid dividends of from 8 to 10 per cent. 
Foreign commercial travellers (not British) have of late been 
particularly active, and are obtaining large orders for the replenish- 
ment of the merchants’ depleted stocks. 

The cession of territory to Roumania (2,827 square miles with a 
population of 260,000), and that one of the richest districts of the 
kingdom, is another serious economic loss. On the other hand, the 
acquisition of West Thrace, with its rich tobacco growing districts 
and its harbours on the .Mgean, should in time prove an advantageous 
exchange for the territory lost to Roumania. ‘The new territories, 
comprising the districts of Dedeagatch, Gumuljina, Xanthi, Nevrokop. 
Petritch, Strumitza, &c., contained in Turkish times a population 
estimated at 656,000. These regions, which have been sorely tried, 
and in part depopulated during the recent wars, are being settled, as 
far as possible, with Bulgarian refugees from Macedonia, of whom 
there are over 100,000 in the country, and a sum of £200,000 has 
already been set aside for this purpose. ‘The economic condition of 
the Bulgarian population is sound and prosperous. The harvests of 
1912-13 were well above the average, and every branch of agriculture 
has advanced with rapid strides of late years. In 1913 the crops 
were harvested with complete success by the women and those of the 
men who were unfit for military service. Owing to the shortage of 
rolling-stock and the low prices of cereals prevailing abroad, but 
little grain had been exported up to the end of the year. ‘The 
exportation of these accumulated stocks will oreatly ease the 
economic and financial situation.

Trade Conditions in certain Countries. 


The cession of the Bulgarian Dobrudja to Roumania will be 
severely felt by the kingdom, and in particular by the Port of 
Varna. This district, originally a pastoral region, had become, 
since 1877, one of the chief corn-growing regions in the king- 
dom. Its average exports amounted to 20 per cent. of those of 
the whole of Bulgaria (including 50 per cent. of the heans and 
15 per cent. of the tobacco grown in the country). Its pastures 
still produced a large proportion of the wool and dairy produce of the 
kingdom. Fifty per cent. of the agricultural machinery imported 
at Varna was destined for the Dobrudja. Banks, schools, &c. had 
sprung up everywhere, and the prosperity of this region had been 
growing rapidly with the increase of railway and harbour development 
at Varna and Baltchik. By the loss of this district, Varna will suffer 
severely. Much money has been spent of late years on the construction 
of this port. The available accommodation was insufficient for its 
growing trade, and the extension of its quays and the erection of fresh 

warehouses has been for some time in prospect. Now it seems 
doubtful whether these works will be carried out, as in a few years 
the opening of an /igean port will still further diminish the trade of 
Varna. Its importers can hardly find compensation for lost markets 
along the line of the Varna-Sofia Railway, where other distributing 
centres have already been established. ‘The coasting trade between 
Varna, Baltchik and Kavarna has already ceased.

Portugal (San Thomé and Principe).—'l‘he following information is 
from the report by H.M. Vice-Consul at Loanda (Mr. L. KE. Bernays) 
on the trade of San Thomé and Principe in 1913, which will shortly 
be issued :— 

Among the imported goods of foreign origin those from Germany 
are in greater evidence than those of other countries, and if is sur- 
prising how little United Kingdom traders appear to compete for the 
trade. ‘The islands contain over 1,000 whites and between 40,000 
and 50,000 contracted labourers, in addition to several thousand 
natives. The plantation owners and managers are generally well- 
to-do, and their requirements for the upkeep and development of 
their plantations must be considerable, while the contracted labourers 
are known to spend almost every penny of their monthly cash 
allowance. ‘lhe result is that the value of imports in 1915 amounted 
to 1.996.000 eseudos (about £3 8$4.,.000), of which San Thomé took 
1,643,000 escudos, and Principe 353,000 escudos. 

United Kingdom goods provided a comparatively small proportion 
of this value. There seems te be ample ground for the belief that 
the exports of United Kingdom goods to San Thomé and Principe 
might be considerably meneaned.

Roumania.—According to a report by the German Consul at 
Bucharest, published in the ‘‘ Deutscher Reichsanzeiger ” (Berlin) of 
23rd May, the general economic condition of Roumania may at present 
be considered satisfactory. Confidence has been inspired in business 
circles by the promise of good crops. ‘There has been a_ brisker 
demand for many manufactured articles, supplies of which had become 
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very scarce last year. Private building activity, which started very 
early this season, is re-acting favourably on trade. The Govern- 
ment have granted considerable credits for the equipping of the army 
and navy, and for the supplying of the railways with rolling stock. 
The export of wheat, which for some time was retarded on account 
of low prices, commenced some weeks ago, and from the decline 
in the rate cf exchange it is evident that already a large inflow of 
foreign money has set in. Lack of gold has been the greatest bar 
to progress in trade since the war. Supposing, however, that 
home and foreign political relations are settled peacefully, there seems 
no reason to doubt that trade will develop better and on more healthy 
lines than before the late events in the Balkans.

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COKE AND BY-PRODUCTS. 


Germany (Upper Silesia).—According to the ‘“ Bérsen Zeitung’ 
(Berlin) of 19th May, the position of the Upper Silesian coke market 
is quiet, especially as the iron market has not improved. Stocks 


have increased on account of this inactivity. The exports of coke to 
Russia and Austria have been smaller than during the last few months, 
but generally speaking these figures are still satisfactory. Prospects 


for the coming months are more favourable. as agricultural consumers 
have signified their intention of purchasing considerable supplies. 
The by-products market can be spoken of as just favourable. ‘Tbe 
supphes of sulphate of ammonia, which accumulated in the spring. 
have been disposed of. ‘There was a good demand for tar and tar 
distillate, and good sales were recorded. The production of 90 per 
cent. benzol scarcely satisfied the demand. Prices obtained for 
by-products have been satisfactory. (X. 5,013.)

IRON AND STEEL. 

Belgium.— ‘The * Borsen Zeitung ” (Berlin) of 26th May states tliat 
a noteworthy change has suddenly taken place on the Belgian iron 
and steel market. ‘The export trade in bar-iron has beconie much 
more active, and it would not be ditheult for the works to dispose of 
the greater part of their production right up to the end of the vear 
at considerably improved prices. The cause of this change is 
attributed to some extent to the favourable results of the efforts to 
form a syndicate of ‘B products on the German market, which 
has inspired buyers with more confidence. German works seem to 
have been paving more attention to the home market, which has 
consequently left the foreign market more open for Belgium. — Cast 
bar iron has benefited chie tly by the change of the mar kets ; wrought 
bar iron has changed little in price. Iron sheets have not been 
greatly affected, but prices have undoubtedly become slightly firmer. 
Hoop-iron Is unchanged, No change of importance has taken place 
on the pig-iron market.

Germany (Rhenish-Westphalia)— According to the * Borsen 
Zeitung” (Berlin) of 26th May, an all-round improvement in the 
market in the Rhenish-Westphalia iron industry cannot be relied 
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upon merely on account of the recent higher prices demanded. 
Buyers are holding y back more than ever, and the market is quiet. 
The wholesale ae has contracted for the new quarter; in con- 
sequence the works are better supplied with orders, and it is as a 
result of this that attempts have been made to obtain better prices. 
As yet, however, no serious business has been concluded at the higher 
‘ates, and, moreover, the period of buying activity is past. At the 
same time the works are better employed than might be supposed 
from the low prices ruling. The efforts to form a syndicate of * B” 
products have not influenced the market to any great extent, as much 
scepticism is being shown as to the final results of these negotiations. 
In the works interested the prospects of these negotiations are 
regarded in a somewhat more favourable light.

TEXTILES. 

Germany.— Silk and Velvet.—The ‘‘ Frankfurter Zeitung ” of 27th 
May states that it is reported from Crefeld that business in raw silk 
has been somewhat brisker. ‘l'rade in silk manufactures is still good 
and orders are coming in regularly. Sales of plain goods are quite 
considerable. ‘There is a good demand for both silk and velvet 
ribbons and the works are well employed. ‘The velvet works are still 
busy, many of them so much so, in fact, that they cannot undertake 
further deliveries at short date. There has been a great improvement 
also in prices of velvet, especially for goods ordered for near delivery

United States of America.— Dress Goods. —H.M. Consul-General at 
Chicago (Mr. H. D. Nugent) reports that, according to ‘ Dun’s Review,” 
agents concerned with the distribution of dress fabrics are noticing 
the growth of new methods in their business, due in large part to 
the risks that are taken from season to season as a consequence of 
the rapid changes in styles. Ready-made clothes makers now try 
to buy only short lengths of dress fabrics that may be used by them 
in producing sample garments which are taken to the retail or 
jobbing trade as a basis of soliciting orders, It used to be the 
universal custom for buyers to take at least a fall length of 
piece as it came from the mills, but now it often happens that 
clothes makers want only half a piece or even just enough cloth to 
make the suit, coat or cloak. 

In the men’s wear trade this policy has been followed by clothiers 
and tailors, and it is no longer uncommon to sell short lengths from 
mill agencies and await repeat orders from the trade before manu- 
facturing the goods that will be required. ‘This policy has worked so 
much to the advantage of the clothes maker that the retailer believes 
it should be more generally adopted. Some agents dealing with 
fancy goods are inclined to encourage this method, while others prefer 
that clothes makers, jobbers and _ retailers should bear their 
proportional part of the risks of production. 

The manufacturer of the fabric is forced to buy his raw materials 
far in advance, and he naturally feels that the one who uses his 
finished product should bear a part of the capital risk of production. 
But the needs of business are pressing and once the innovation of 
permitting the purchase of short lengths is adopted by one agency, 


it is followed quickly in other places. (C. 3,646.) 
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BRITISH TRADE WITH EGYPT IN 1913. 


The Report® by H.M. Agent and Consul-General at Cairo 
(Viscount Kitchener) on the Finances, Administration, and Condition 
of Egypt and the Sudan in 1913 includes a memorandum on British 
trade with Egypt during that year, from which the following parti- 
culars are taken :— 


Imports.—The value of the total imports in 1913, including 
tobacco, was £E.27,865,195, as compared with £1.25,907. 7099 in 
1912. This amount, which is some £E.600,000 higher than the 
previous record, is, as a matter of fact, less satisfactory than it appears 
at first sight. ‘There was a general decrease in all articles of food 
and clothing, and even the increase in cereals and flour was only due 
to a reduced local production. These two articles alone account for 
£K.1,176,000 in the increased value of the imports. A sharp rise in 
price explains the increase of £1H.156,000 in the case of cotton 
fabrics, the actual quantity imported being less than in 1912. 
Enhanced prices also account very largely for the increased value of 
the imports of coal, timber, and petroleum. 

There was a slight increase in the total imports of preserved meat, 
of which the larger part came from the United Kingdom. In the 
condensed milk trade the United Kingdom has not retained her place, 
Switzerland being the gainer. 

The imports of tanned hides of British origin increased slightly, 
and the United Kingdom continued the chief supplier of saddlery. 
Her share in the boot and shoe trade, however, fell from £E.109.855 
to £K.91,611, to the advantage of France, Germany, Austria-Hungary 
and India. 

The diminished production of local wheat led to an increase in the 
total imports of flour from £H.1,554,442 to £K.2,245,820. The 
United Kingdom benefited largely by this increase, having supplied 
£215,514 as against £E,135,833 im 1912. 

The imports of tea from the United Kingdom dropped from 
£1).16,730 in 1912 to £H.11,350. The United Kingdom remained 
the chief source of supply of both jam and biscuits. 

The United Kingdom has not shared in the increase in the paper 

trade, the value of her imports having fallen from £E.33,745 to 
£29,849, to the advantage of Austria-Hungary. 
. The total imports of coal were 1,721,415 tons. valued at 
£K.2,011,527. as against 1.638.414 tons, valued at £14.1.574,649 in 
the previous year. The increase in value was, as stated above, chiefly 
due to higher prices. The United Kingdom leads the way with 
£K.1,791,939, the United States and Germany supplying coal to the 
value of £K.159,969 and £K.56,053 respectively. 

Both the total imports of cement and the share of the United 
Kingdom decreased. The United Kingdom kept her place in soap, 
although the total imports showed a considerable decrease. 

The following statement shows the values of the imports of the 
principal items in the textile category in 1912 and 1913 :—

‘The increase in the value of the imports of cotton tissues was due 
to higher prices, but Italy benefited out of all proportion to other 
countries. The United Kingdom remained the chief supplier of 
woollen yarns, but Jost ground in woollen tissues to the advantage of 
Germany, France, and Italy. The bulk of Kuropean carpets continued 
to come from the United Kingdom, which accounted for £1.53,500 
out of a total value of £K.61,500. She remained the principal source 
of the supply of linen and hemp yarns. [Both the total import of 
linen and hemp tissues and the share of the United Kingdom 
decreased : this was also the case in mixed tissues. 

The United Kingdom lost ground in the rope trade to the benefit 
of Italy. The bulk of the imports of oilcloth continued to come from 
the United Kingdom. 

In linen drapery the United Kingdom came after France, with 
£E.108,000 out of a total of £14.564,400. Though the total imports 
of ready-made clothing showed a decrease, being £1.305,900 as 
against £14.319,500 in 1912, the share of the United Kingdom 
advanced slightly, and came next to that of Austria-Hungary and 
rance. 

The United Kingdom was the chief supplier of cast-iron tubes, 
France being second. In _ hoops the total imports showed an 
increase, but the share of the Umted Kingdom decreased slightly ; 
the imports from Germany, on the other hand, doubled. — Iron girders 
came mainly from Belgium, where a cheaper article, though of in- 
ferior quality, is produced. ‘The imports of iron sheets from the 
United Kingdom slightly decreased, to the advantage of Belgium, 
which supplies a cheaper article. Notwithstanding an important 
increase in the total imports of iron bars. the share of the United 
Kingdom has scarcely gone up at all, Belgium being once 
more the chief supplier with a cheaper, if inferior, article. 
Almost the same may be said of iron tubes, though in this case 
it was Germany and not Belgium which was the chief gainer, 
The United Kingdom benefited considerably by a large advance 
in ironmongery, the other principal sources of supply being 
Germany, Belgium, and France. Notwithstandiny a decrease in the 
total imports of locks, the share of the United Kingdom sharply 
advanced to the detriment of Germany. A portion of the United 
Kingdom trade in iron bedsteads was deflected to Germany, where 
lower prices ruled. The United Kingdom continued the chief 
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supplier of tin plates as well as of copper and brass. ‘he British 
share in tin increased largely, though the total imports were 
inconsiderable. 

There was a marked increase in the imports of machinery, 
£E.503,800 as against £F£.375,500 in 1912; the United Kingdom 
benefited more than any other country, having provided £K. 324,800 
as against £1,239, 500 in 1912, Germany coming next. There was 
no important change in the motor-car trade, France re maining the 


chief source of supply. 
The United Kingdom lost ground both in electrical machinery and 


oil engines. Her share in the imports of trucks almost disappeared, 
the bulk of the imports being credited to Austria-Hungary and 


Belgium. 
The United Kingdom continued to be the chief supplier of office 


articles, though the whole trade is insignificant. Her share in hard- 
ware was only £1.32,900 out of a total of £E.260,000, the chief 
suppliers being France, Germany and Austria-Hungary. In electrical, 
telegraph and telephone apparatus the share of the United Kingdom 
showed a decrease to the advantage of Germany and France.

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SHIPPING AND TRANSPORT. 


BULGARIA. 


The following information is from the report by H.M. Vice-Consul 
at Sofia (Mr. W. B. Heard) on the trade of Bulgaria in 1913, which 
will shortly be issued :— 


The port of Bourgas, during and since the war, has been greatly 
Rai congested, owing to the lack of rolling-stock to 
pene ert t the ac lated merchandise. Under 
Developments. ransport the accumulates erc 
such circumstances the warehousing accommoda- 
tion is altogether insufficient, and goods stored on the quays have 
been greatly damaged by wet. Large orders for rolling-stock are to 
be given in the future, as the requirements for grain transport alone 
can hardly be met under present conditions. 

Railway and port construction was suspended during 1913 ow ing to 
the war. Itis pr oposed to commence the construction of the Radomir- 
Dubnitza line (48 miles) and also of the Shumla-Karnobat line 
(66 miles) in Old Bulgaria. In the New Territories a railway joining 
Mikhaelovo, Haskovo, Mastanli, Kirjali, Narli Keui and Porto Lagos, 
which will connect with the present railway system at the first- named 
place, is being actively surveyed. By the construction of a bridge 
over the Danube, which the Bulgarian Government desires to see 
built either at Nikopol or Svishtov (Sistova), it is hoped that a trunk 
line starting from this point, and running in a southerly direction vid 
Tirnovo, Stara Zagora, Mikhaelovo and thence to Porto Lagos, may 
provide an artery for the commerce flowing from Bulgaria, Roumania, 
Russia and Eastern Europe. ‘The estimated cost of the new section 
from Mikhaelovo to Porto Lagos (108 miles) 1s between £1,000,000 
and £1,500,000. It is to be built by contract in four sections, and 
there will be two tunnels of 2,500 and 2,000 metres (2,730 and 
2.186 yards) respectively. It is hoped that in time Porto Lagos may 
become a Mediterranean port of the first class. At the outset 
upwards of £1,000,000 is to be expended, and the construction of 
the port is to be put up to public tender. It is said that the harbour 
is to lie somewhat to the south-east of the present town. 

It is probable that a special loan will be contracted to cover the 
expenses of the various projects above enumerated, and it is ‘to be 
anticipated that the contracts will be allotted in the quarters from 
which the money is forthcoming (see page 10 of the “‘ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 2nd April). At present it is stated that the contracts 
will be announced about August, 1914, but this cannot be regarded 
as a definite announcement. 

As regards Dedeagatch, it is not intended to construct a 
harbour there, and the place will accordingly remain an open 
roadstead as heretofore. As freights for Dedeagatch are high, 
owing to its unprotected position, it seems doubt ul if it will secure 
much of the seaborne trade now passing through Varna and Bourgas. 
When Porto Lagos, however, is tully developed, this harbour should 
prove the principal port for the trade of Bulgaria. It is hardly 
necessary to point out the great advantage which will be gained for 
Anglo-bulgarian commerce by the opening of this port. 
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Shipping and Transport. 


TURKEY-~IN-ASIA. 


The following information is from the report by H.M. Consul at 
Trebizond (Mr. H. E. Satow) on the trade of that district in 1913, 
which will shortly be issued :— 


Some progress was made during the year by the French company 
engaged in repairing the Trebizond-Erzeroum 
road. It is not known when the work will be 
finished, but it is believed that there will be some 
speeding-up in 1914. The road has been completed and handed over 
to the authorities as far as Jevizlik (about 18 miles), and another 
stretch from there on to Hamsikeui is nearly finished. ‘The existing 
road over the Kop Pass has been temporarily repaired until such 
time as the new road, which is to pass at a lower altitude and will be 
freer from snow, can be made. When the work is completed the 
total distance from T'rebizond to Erzeroum will be lessened by some 
9 miles. 

Some work was also carried out by the same company on_ the 
Kerasund-lKara Hissar road, while during 1914 operations will be 
begun on the first section, 31 miles in length, of the Rizeh-Ispir- 
Erzeroum road. 

The ‘Turkish authorities also carried out some road works in- 
dependently of the French company. <A beginning bas been made 
with the stretch of road from the centre of the town of Trebizond to 
the beginning of the [Hrzeroum road at Deirmen Dereh, which has 
hitherto at times been almost impassable; the repair of the Platana 
road was begun and should be finished by the middle of 1914, and a 
eood road has been made to Souyouk Sou, the local summer resort. 

Other roads have been begun, under a system by which the 
population supphes the labour and the authorities the tools and 
technical assistance, between Kerasund and Pir Aziz and between 
Ordou and Abdal, while the continuation of the road to Surmeneh, 
which has hitherto stopped short at Yomura, 10 miles from Trebizond, 
has been begun. Ultimately it is intended to build a continuous 
road paralle | with the sea to link up the various small coast towns.

Crop Results for that the ‘‘Torgovo- Promyshlennaya Gazeta”’ 
1913 (St. Petersburg) of 27th April/L0th May publishes 
the final totals of the Russian grain crops in 
1915 as given by the Central Statistical Committee. From these 
figures it appears that an area of 102,527,000 dessiatines was under 
cultivation in 1913 in the 88 Governments and Territories of the 
Russian Empire, and produced 4,501,343,700 pouds of food grain 
(1.¢., rye, wheat, spelt, barley, maize, millet, buckwheat, peas, lentils, 
and beans), 1,108,162,800 pouds of oats, and 2,191,290,500 pouds 
of potatoes. In addition, 27,094,100 pouds of winter barley were 
harvested. 

The following more detailed figures are available regarding the 
area under cultivation and the crops produced in 1913 in 73 Govern- 
ments, 65 of which are in European Russia, the figures for 1912 being 
given for the purposes of comparison :—

RUSSIA (POLAND). 


The following intormation is from the report by H.M. Consul at 
Warsaw (Mr. H. M. Grove) on the trade of that district in 1915, which 
will shortly be issued :— 


The ten so-called agricultural syndicates (‘“ Syndikatv Rolnicze ”) 
situated in the different governmental towns in 
Poland, have a yearly turnover of about £1,500,000. 
These institutions fulfil the same practical activity 
as the “ Zemstvos ” in other parts of Russia. 

During 19135 the Warsaw syndicate sold goods to its members to 
the undermentioned values :—Agricultural machinery and implements, 
£38,845 ; dairy-farming machinery £429; artificial manure, £172,830; 
coal, £21,315; iron, £10,500; oil cake (imported from Russia), 
£28,035; grain and seeds, £25,200 ; and sundries, £15,750.

A new co-operative bureau has been established in Warsaw with 
the object of supplying the syndicates with certain goods wholesale. 
In 1913 this bureau purchased and sold to the sy ndicates goods to 
the value of over £400,000, including the following :—Kainit and 
potash salts, £101,587 ; basic slag, £110,059 ; superphosphates, 
£128,415; and cement, £12,600. 

The Central Agricultural Society in Warsaw has received from the 
Government a subsidy of £32,261 for the erection of an experimental 
station ; in addition, an annual grant of £2,268 has beerf promised. 
The Society is also going to start a model farm at Chilitze near 


Grodzisk.

‘The pamphlet calls attention to the advantage- 
ous arrangements for the transport of maize which have been made 
by the Beira, Rhodesia and Mashonaland Railways and by the various 
steamship lines calling at Beira. 

The railways undertake to transport the maize to the United 
Kingdom and dispose of it there on account of the sender fora 
charge of 3s. per bag, exclusive of sampling and incidental market 
super rintendence charges. Facilities are also granted for making 
advances to farmers on their shipments. 

All maize exported through Beira is graded by the grading officer 
appointed by the Mozambique Company in conformity with the 
Government regulations. ‘lhe grading regulations have been drawn 
up on the same lines as those of the Union of South Africa, and the 
grade certificate issued will be recognised by the various corn trade 
associations at Kuropean ports. 

Maize will not be passed by the grader unless bagged in new 23 lbs, 
“A” quality twill bags, weighing "203 Ibs. STOSS when filled.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA, 

H.M. Consul-Generai at San Francisco (Mr. A. C. Ross, C.B.) reports 
that, in the course of the eight years which have 
passed since the great fire there, buildings have 
been re-erected to the value of about 255 178,000 
dollars (about £48,342,000), or about two-thirds 
of the value of the destroyed buildings 

It is probable that the majority of the 27,000 new buildings are 
larger than those they have replaced, and that though the total 
number of new buildings is less than the number destroyed, yet the 
total amount of habitable accommodation now available is greater 
than before the fire. (C. 4,231.) 


Re-building 
Progress at 
San Francisco. 


The following information is from the report by H.M. Consul at 
Savannah (Col. A. M. Brookfield) on the trade of that district in 
1913, which will shortly be issued :— 

The principal commercial incident of the year 1913 was the failure, 
in April, of the American Naval Stores Company— 

by far the largest firm engaged in the naval stores 
business. At first it seemed not at all unlikely 
that this would be followed by a general demoralisa- 
tion of the whole trade, and for two or three months a feeling of great 
uncertainty prevailed. ‘There was, however, no yielding to panic on 
the part of those who controlled the situation, and prices, though 
low at the time of the failure, were not further depressed to any 
serious extent. The United States District Court meanwhile 
appointed a board of arbitration, composed of leading bankers and 
business men, to take charge of the company’s affairs and wind them 
up in the interests of all concerned, duties which were discharged in 
a most satistactory manner. By the end of the year the affairs of 
the company were almost wound up. Confidence in the market had 
already been fully restored, four or five new companies having been 
formed to carry on the business of the old one, and these new firms 
having by their judicious methods given steadiness to the market 
and averted all further danger of any general collapse. ‘Taking the 
year as a whole the average price of turpentine was 38 c. (1s. 7d.) 
per gallon, or 19 dols. (about £3 18s. 1d.) per cask ; and that of resin 
6 dols. (£1 4s. 8d.) for 280 lbs., or about 10 dols. (£2 1s.) per barrel.

11d.) for the first 
volume, 4s. Id. (post free 4s. 7d.) for the second, and 3s. 1d. (post free 
3s. Od.) for the third. This publication, which contains much more 
detailed and exhaustive information than can be given in the Monthly 
Accounts, gives in the first volume abstract tables for the years 
1908-1912, and detailed statements of imports and exports of each 
article consigned from and to each country, and in the second volume 
details as to Customs revenue, transhipments and articles in bond, 
with particulars of the trade of the United Kingdom with each foreign 
country and British Possession, and of the trade at each port of the 
United Kingdom. The third volume (supplement) contains a classifica- 
tion on the basis followed in Volumes I. and II. of the “Annual State- 
ment” for 1908 and earlier years. 

It may be noted that beginning with the issues for 1909 the figures of 
Volumes I. and II. relate to the countries of consignment for imports, and 
countries of final destination, so far as known, for exports. A supplementary 
volume will continue to be issued, in which particulars will be given, as men- 
tioned above, on the same basis as those published (up to the year 1908) 
in the first two volumes. By this means it will be possible to trace the 
details of the differences resulting from the change of system for a further 
limited period.
